Welnvoreceived an interestingaccount, 
of this year’s oruise of the British 
evolutionary #quadron in Northern 
waters, ‘he aquadron was composed 
of the Audacious, ironclad, bearing 
the flag of Admiral Humiltou, the 
. | Ohemp en, Cleopatra, Leander, Constance, 
Wanderer, Swift, und Linnet, n formid- 
able fleet for these’ seas, with a total 
force of about 3,000 men on board, 
‘The inhospitable station at Port Hamil~ 
ton was left on the 30th July, the pro- 
gramme of ports to be visited embracing 
Tsushima, Fasan, Geusan, Shinpo, 
Possiet Bay, Vindivostock, Wrangel 
Bay, Barracouta Harbour, St, Vindimir 
Bay, Olga Bay, and Hukodadi, At 
‘Tsushima, an island which the Russians 
ouce took possession of for a few 
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days, a halt of thirty-six hours was 
made, enabling the Admiral and some 
cf the officers to examine the const line, 
while the sportsmen of the fleet, in de- 
fianco of the game laws which are nearly 
the same ns those in England, succeeded 
in bagging some pheasants, At Fusan, 
which is the harbour on which the 
Raassiaus are said to really have their 
eye, as it possesses an excellent port 
whioh is never closed by ice in the 
winter, three days’ atay was made, but 
as the Japanese have drawn a snnitary 
cordon round the settlement, assmall-pox 
is prevalent inthe country,the opportun- 
ities for exploration were very limited, 
At Gensan the Taotni, so much has 
the old exolusiveness of Corenn offivinis 
been modified of late, sent down horses 
and chaira for the use of such of the 
officers as might wish to visit kim, but 
suiall-pox being rampnnt here also, no 
communication with the ualive town 
was allowed, At Shinpo some torpedo 
tactios were undertaken. The four 
shipa oarrying electric lights were 
anchored at the four corners of a 
square, in which the other vessels took 
refage, and by orossing their beams of 
light and using patrol bonts they suc- 
cooded in preventing the square being 
brokeu into by the attacking party, It 
* will have been seen however that in the 
larger operations at Milford Haven this 
BQUAMET, Liv ntinole wa anoneasfal, the 
attnoking party having succeeded in 
evading the defendors under cover of 
the smoke from theie guus; and our 
informant docs not tell us whether this 
nuuuarre was tried at Shinpo, ‘The 
two Chinese Armstrong cruisers and the 
Ruasian corvetio Djigit were found at 
Powaiot Bay, awaiting the result of the 
delinitution of the frontier between 
Ch and Rusia, the French corvette 
Primanguet wlvo coming 
stuy of the 
informanve 
whioh waa next visited, does not repre- 
sont the defenoes of that harbouras being 
of a very formiduble character. Here the 
Russians treated the British equadron 
with the utmost courtesy, making the 
officera honorary numbers of the Naval 
Clab, and giving a grand bull in their 
honour, At Wrangel Bay excellent 
shooting und fishing were obtained, 
only marred by the clouds of mosqai- 
toes, which attended the sportsmen 
everywhere, At Barrnoouta Bay, the 
next halting-place, the uatives have 
very much the appearance, and many 
of the habits, of the Exquimanx: their 
hots are made of bark, and they fish with 
bows and arrows, their firearms being 
of the most ve desoription, 
Dog-vute and small Kayaks are their 
ovuveyances on the water, The pre- 
valence of seaweed largely interfered 
here with the success of the seining 
for fish ; but at St. Viadimir Bay this 
mode of fishing was. very successful, 
largo takes of salmon being made, 
several of the fish being over forty 
pounds in weight, At Olga Bay which 
was next visited, sable and sea otter 
skins were obtained at most reasonable 

































prices. Between this and Hukodadi a 
severe storm was experienced without 
damage to any of the ships, bat the stock 
of coal was nearly exhausted, the 
Audacious arriving with ouly three tous, 
and the Linnet with less than one, in 
theic bunkers, 

It will be seen from the brief sketch 
we have given that the ornise was a 
very pleasant one, though it was mar- 
red by one or two unpleasant contre. 
temps, over which we have preferred to 
draw a veil, tat which are probably 
vitable when a large body of men is 
collected together, But it veours to ask 
whether the advantages gained from 
such a cruise as this ontweigh the draw- 
backs, ‘I'he originnl iden of these 
crises was to withdraw the crews from 
the uubenlihiness of the China ports in 
the summer. ‘They were also god op- 
portunities to practise the shipa in evo- 
lutions; aud the northern

There is plenty of 
room in the China sens themselves for 
the practise of evolutions, and a place 
could be chosen for them within a few 
houre’ bail of the telegraph. We oan- 
not help thinking that it is a mistake 
for the Admiral and almost all the 
squndron to leave the station alto. 
gether for two mouths or more in every 
year.

‘THE PRENCH-CHINESE TREATY. 


+ (Protest by the Chamber of Commerce 
Hanoi.) 

The Consultative Chamber of Commerce 
of Hanoi has sent in to the Resident-Gen- 
eral, M. Paul Bert, a protest against the 
commercial convention lately concluded 
between France and China, the full text of 
which is published in our French contem- 
porary. ‘The Chamber declares that it is 











vent any difficulty as to the conveyance of 
mails even if both the English aud French 


greatly astonished to hear that, the Com- 
tnittes of Deputies to which it was referred 
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has declared itself in favour of its ratifiea 
tion, having hoped that M. Bert’s inter- 
vention would have prevented such a dis- 
astrous step being taken. The Chamber is 
therefore obliged to make an official pro- 
test, which it begs MI. Bert to transmit to the 
home government. Without criticising 
them in detail, the Chamber proceeds to 
analyse roughly the provisions of the con- 
vention. The first objection is to the right 
granted in Article IT to the Chinese to 
establish Consulates at Hanoi, Haiphong 
and other places, a right for which France 
receives no conpensation, and which is 
denied the Chinese in Singapore and 
Hongkong. Article III allows French 
citizens and protégés to establish them- 
selves for purposes of trade in two Chinese 
frontier towns not yet designated, while 
the whole of Tongking is opened to the 
Chinese on the most-favoured-nation terms. 
Article VI is not sufficiently clear as 
to the right of Frenchmen to trans- 
port their goods from one Chinese market 
to another, without extra duty if the pack- 
ages are intact and the customs’ seals 
unbroken, and the Chamber instances a 
recent case in which the mandarin at 
‘Manghao, having learnt that French houses 
were sending some cotton goods from Tong- 
king into Yiinnan, instantly imposed a 
prohibitive lekin : and there is nothing in 
the article to prevent similar discourage- 
ments to French trade. Articles XIV and 
XV are those against which this protest 
i mainly directed. Oplum and Salt are, 
It is well-known, the staples of trade 
between South China and Tongking, and 
Frenchmen are prohibited from engaging 
in this trade! It is certain that salt, so 
great: is the demand for it, will be ‘the 
subject of a large contraband commerce 
oease the frontier, and will lead to con- 
tions, which will (v0 Ai2-metin eomplica- 
to the security of the country. Parti- 
cularly the Chamber draws M. Bert's at- 
tention to the clause authorising a modi- 
fication of the treaty whenever some other 
country makes a convention with China, 
In this the Chamber recognises the hand 
of an English agent, the Inspector-general 
of Customs, It allows France to demand 
liberty to deal in opium and salt as soon as 
a sinilay permission has been granted to 
England for Burma. So that, during the 
years which this negotiation will consume, 
ritish trade will have time to organise for 
its products a route and relations which 
will be for ever denied to France. The 
Chamber concludes with one melancholy 
averment. Not only were the merchants 
in Tongking not consulted about this treaty, 
whose clauses mean ruin to the colonists 
and the colony, but. they have never been 
thought worthy of having the terms of it 
communicated to them, and to enlighten 
themselves on it and draw up this protest, 
thoy have to rely on Franch and English 
newspapers. It would be athousand times 
better, the Chamber declares in conclusion, 
to maintain the statu quo ante, than to 
enforce a convention so damaging to the in- 
terests of the Franco-Tongkinese commerce.

But I had 
my reasons for asking him to receive 
estimates and accept the lowest, and I did 
40, Afterwards I saw Mr. Dalrymple at 
the Astor House, and he said the clamp 
had not been properly fastened. He said 
something about the way it was fastened 
which I could not believe, and I asked 
his permission to go on board and 
seo for myself. He said, ‘Oh certainly 
you can I went, and satistied myself 
that the work had been done just as I ex- 
pected. I went in a sampan anid examined 
the stem, and in the middle hole I saw a 
sinall bolt pressed into the side of the wood 
—it had been a screw bolt, I discovered 
afterwards. I had my No. 1 carpenter 
with me—a Chinaman—and without any 
intimation to me he struck out this piece 
of iron and caught it in his hand as it fell, 
I scolded him for meddling with the iron, 
ag T did not want to alter the appearance 
of anything, and told him to give the piece of 
iron to the lowdah on board the Syren, with 
instructions to give it to Mr. Dalrymple. A 
little while afterwards I say Mr. Dalrymple 
on board a tow-boat, and told him I had 
found the stem of the Syren just as 1 ex- 
pected. We did not agree about it, and 
we went there again, together, and looked 
at the stem. Mr. Dalrymple said, “It does 


not look as it did before. You have been 
doing something vo 10; ana 1. was rather 


hurt at the remark, When I went the 
first time I satisfied myself that the after 
bolts—the dummy bolts —were still sticking 
in the wood, the heads having been broken 
off, I made sure of it by striking on the 
iron. In one case there was chunam in the 
hole; but I tested it and found that the 
bolt was there, covered by the chunam. 
Mr. Wensren then described by reference 
toa model in Court the exact condition in 
which the stem of the Syren was when he 
examined it. He said the cut-water and 
stem were bolted together, and were treated 
shipwrights as one piece, no notice being 
taken of the seam which divided them. In 
this case, however, the bolts fastening the 
cutwater to the stem had corroded, and 
given way, and he ascribed the accident 
to this fact, and to the fact of the middle 
bolt, which had probably broken in the 
middle, half coming out at each side, having 
been replaced by a bolt of smaller diameter, 
which, not fitting tightly, had been bent 
and broken by the strain on the clamp. 
‘The after bolts, he considered, had been 
serviceable bolts. They were sheared off. 
‘They could have done nothing more if they 
hhad'been through and clinched ; they did 
not draw out. He had had thirty-five 
years’ experience in ship-building. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Wainewright— 
When I received the instructions from Mr. 
Hoar, nothing was said about putting in 
through bolts or dummy bolts. I did not see 
the clamp taken off, but I saw the after bolts 
with their heads off in the holes after it 
had been taken off. I saw the clamp after 
it'was fixed, and Tam quite sure there was 
no chunam in any of the holes then. If I 
were putting a clamp on a boat with as 
sharp a bow as that I should think it quite 
proper work to put in three through bolts 
and four dummy bolts. There was no 
other way of doing it in this case. 
By his Lordship—1 am quite sure there 
was nothing Mo prevent a through bolt being 
put in the middle hole, and 1 am quite sure

D. T. Buacx, foreman shipwright, in the 
employ of Farnham & Co., sworn, said—I 
examined the stem of the Syren after the 
accident. I went with Mr. Webster and 
‘Mr. Simpson, and I had also looked on it 
previously. T saw the iron bolts sticking in 
the after holes on the port side. I consider 
that the clamp was properly fixed. 

‘Mr. Mysuxou, in answer to his Lordship, 
said he proposed to call the No. 1 Carpenter 
referred toby Mr. Webster, and Mr. Riach, 
of Messrs. Boyd & Co. as ‘an expert ; but

His Lorpsunr intimated that unless Mr. 
Wainewright wanted to cross-examine them 
he did not want to hear any more witnesses 
for the defence. addressing Mr. Waine- 
wright, his Lordship said—I think your case 
is a very weak one. The position of affairs 
is this.” The defendant's firm are called in 
to rebush an eye-piece, to replace the clamp, 
and to put in bigger bolts. According to 
the adinitted evidence of the plalntiff and 
defendant alike, this was done. The shi 
had been running with the clamp fasten 
in this manner for ten years, and she ran 
for at least three years afterwards, when 
the plaintiff himself discovered that the 
hole where one of the bolts had been was 
empty, and he put in a bolt of his own, 
Now he comes here and says the work was 
improperly done—that all the bolts should 
have been put through when this clamp 
was repaired. Even without this episode 
of putting in this new bolt himself his case 
is not very strong, because I do not think 
the defendants undertook when they made 
this clamp good to make the ship more 
seaworthy than she was originally, there- 
fore I do not think there was any breach of 
implied warranty upon which youcan recover 
from then, , BUt RRFES Fears aud then 
the plaintiff tinkered it himself, it seems to 
me that the case is extraordinarily weak, 

‘Mr. Warsewricut said he would like to 
defer saying anything until he had an 
opportunity of seeing whether he could 
get rebutting evidence with regard to the 

jummy bolts remaining in the holes. 

His Loxpsuir—Your case is so weak 
without that, that I think it is unnecessary, I 
should have stopped the case after hearing 

‘our evidence, only I thought there was a 
Xeoling on the part of the defendants that 
they would like to justify themselves and 
show that they had not been guilty of bad 
workmanship. : 

Mr. Waryewricut—There is the evi- 
dence of tivo surveyors that the clamp had 
been fixed in a way that no clamp ought to 
be fixed, and that no proper shipwright 
would fix a clamp in such a way ; and upon 
that ground the plaintiff thought he was 
entitled to see if he was bound to bear all 
the expense entailed by its coming off. He 
considered, on the advice of these two 
surveyors, that he had a good claim against 
Messrs. Farnham and Co. But what I feel 
is the strongest point against me is the 
evidence that has been given that the 
dummy bolts were not drawn, but broken 
off. If I can rebut that, I shall still appeal to 
your Lordship with some confidence. But 
assuming that evidence to be correct, and 
that the dummy bolts were actually in the 
holes, the heads having been wrenched off, 
I must confess I have to face the difficulty 
that through bolts would probably not 
have made it much stronger, and I could 
not carry the case any further. Therefore, 
my Lord, I am afraid that if I am 
precluded’ from seeing if I can produce 
evidence to rebut the very important evi- 
dence given by Mr. Webster and Mr. 
Black on this point, I shall not trouble 
your Lordship further. 

His Loxpsu1r—I think it is the weak- 
ness of your own case, as well as the defen- 
dants’ evidence. I ‘entertain very little 














doubt on the point, It was only because L 


felt that Mr. Webstér was probably anxi- 
ous to justify his own workmanship and 
uphold the reputation of his firm that I did 
not atop you before. 

Mr. Myscxc pointéd out that the 
plaintiff?’ had submitted himself to the 
jurisdiction of this Court, and had ad: 
mitted his indebtedness to ‘thé defendants 
in the sum of Tis. 308,04, He therefore 
asked that an order might be made for the 
payment by the plaintiff of this amount, as 
well as the costs of the suit. 

His Loxpsurr said if the defendants had 
set up a counterclaim he might have done 
so; but they had not. The plaintiff's ad- 
mission might be useful to the defendants 
elsewhere ; but he could not make such an 
order. 7
